He was referring to the 
“trial” of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation by a group of 
private scholars, lawyers and 
journalists at Princeton Uni-

attracted considerable com-

w , Despite allegations by FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover and 
•<>'. other FBI defenders that the 
c-.v* “Conference on the FBI” 
i slacks objectivity, Doubleday & 
Co. of New York will produce 

* book from the conference 
based on 13 individual papers 
and a series of panel discus- 

*Jf , sions on various facets of the 
FBI. 

While negotaitions for the 
book are still incomplete, 
Duane Lockard, chairman of 
Princeton’s department of pol- 
itics, said royalties will go to 
the Committee for Public Jus- 
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tice. Members of the commit- 
tee have been critical of the 
FBI and are cosponsors with 
Princeton of the two-day con- 
5 ; ference. 

i * In addition to the book, the 
v National Educational Televi- 
sion network is filming confer- 
ence sessions for a future doc- 
umentary. Lockard said no 
money was involved in the 
NET documentary but he ex- 
pressed approval of the plans 
for widespread distribution of 
* t the conference findings. 

^ Authors of the 13 individual 
papers that form the basis for 
the conference were paid 
<4 ’ $1,000 each. They are also in- 
cluded among the 55 partici- 
. - pants who were paid travel 
and living expenses for the 
A * meeting. 

! Lockard said the total 
budget for the conference is 
" - $30,000, two-thirds of which 
■.:/ was donated by an anonymous 
New York couple. He said 
x their $20,000 donation was tax 
^ deductible because it went to 
K Princeton but was earmarked 
£ for conference expenses, 
jf The balance of the funding 
l came from two $5,000 grants 
H by the Field and New World 
g foundations, New York-based 
i groups which usually fund lib- 
* eral study groups, 
j The left-liberal tinge to the 
f entire operation has disturbed 
£ Hoover and pro-FBI govern- 
ment officials. Hoover, who re- 
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fused to attend the conference 
or send a representative, 
pointed out in a letter to Lock- 
ard that the FBI had been 
placed in the position of being 1 
a “defendant” in an action in ; 
which most of the “judges” 
had already pronbunced the 
bureau guilty. 

Government officials who 
believe the FBI is in for a 
roasting at the conference 
were particularly upset With t 
the publicity and future fund- 
ing of the Committee for Pub- 
lic Justice, whose membership 
includes outspoken critics of . 
Hoover and the FBI. 

The committee, formed last 
November out of a concern 
that the nation had entered ‘‘a 
period of political repression,” 
is headed by Roger Wilkins, a 
former director of the Justice 
Department’s Community Re- 
lations Service. 

Wilkins, government sources 
pointed out, was a prolific let- 
ter-writer who praised the FBI 
and Hoover while serving in 
the Justice Department, but 
who changed his position after 
leaving. 

Others include former At- 
torney General Ramsey Clark j 
and Burke Marshall, once an 
assistant attorney general, ; 
both of whom became FBI j 
critics after leaving their gov- ; 
ernment posts. Also Blair |

for Sen. Eugene McCarthy; 
Dr. Jerome Wiesner, president 
of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, and play- 
wright-author Lillian Heilman 
are included on the commit- 
tee’s executive council. 

There were signs that the 
FBI was fighting the antici- 
pated criticism from the con- 
ference by working through 
friendly groups on the Prince- 
ton campus as well as through 
individual congressmen in 
Washington. 



Participants to the confer- 
ence being held yesterday and 
oday were greeted with a 
wo-page advertisement in the 
Daily Princetonian entitled: 
FBI Conference . . . Scholarly 
Convocation or Hatchet Job?” 
rhe ad ran the names of most 
)f the persons attending the 
conference and identified 
most of them with alleged 
connections to leftist causes. 

This advertisement was 
placed by Princeton’s Under- 
graduates for a Stable Amer- 
ica (U.S.A.) headed by T. 



Harding Jones, a senior from 
Middletown, Ohio, who served 
as a White House intern to 
presidential counselor Robert 
H. Finch last summer. 

In a House floor speech yes- 
terday, Rep. Richard Ichord 
(D-Mo.) t chairman of the 
House Internal Security Com- 
mittee, said a founder of the 
Committee for Public Justice, 
Miss Heilman, was identified 
as a member of the Hollywood 
chapter of the Communist 
Party USA in testimony be- 
fore Coneress in 1951.
